FURIOUS FIGHTING 
WEST OF TANCHENG 


Thrust at Suchow From 


Planned—Defenders Re- 
port 2000 of Enemy Killed 
in Last Two Days. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, May 6. — Chinese 
claimed the recapture of approxi- 
mately half the territory in South 
Shantung Province won by Japanq 
ese in a three weeks’ offensive from 
Lini as the undeclared war ended 
its tenth month today. 

Heavy fighting continued about 
Tancheng. Outnumbered Japanese 
had been pushed back almost to 
Szechuchen, 18 miles north of Pih- 
sien. The Japanese almost reached 
Pihsien a few days before the full 
force. of a counteroffensive by 
Chinese had made itself felt. 
Tancheng. was surrounded, Chi- 
nese field Commanders said, and 
100 Japanese trucks carrying rein- 
forcements and supplies from Linf 


marshy shores of Lake Weishan, 


The Japanese were concentrating 
at Tsining, apparently for a thrust 
at Suchow from the west, s 

the western shore of the lake. 

The thrust from the east at 
Suchow, junction of the Tientsin- 
Pukow and Lunghai Railroads, had 
bogged down at Tancheng. 

The Chinese reported more than 
2000 Japanese had been killed in 
the last two days. Chinese losses 
vere thought by observers, however, 
to have been much higher because 
of the Japanese superiority in ar- 
tillery. 


A Japanese column driving northe 
ward from Shanghai toward Hai- 
chow, seaport terminus of the Lun- 
ghai Railway, reported a victory 
over 7000 Chinese in North Klang- 
su Province. This force was march- 
ing on Fowning, 60 miles south of 
the railway. Japanese also were 
striking at Haichow from the 
north. Chinese said yesterday a 
counterattack had blocked that 
thrust. 

Chinese aviators reported bomb- 
ing Pengpu, important center on 
the Tientsin-Pukow railway south 
of Suchow. An ammunition depot 
was blown up and three Japanese 
planes were destroyed. 


Communications Near Wuhu Cut, 

A Chinese counterattack on the 
Yangtze River was reported to have 
resulted: in«occupation of Tangtu, 
severing Japanese railroad commu- 
nications between Wuhu and Nan- 
king. Tangtu is 16 miles down the 
river from Wuhu and 50 miles up 
river from Nanking. 


In the same area, a Japanese cok 
umn, advancing westward into Anh- 
wei Province against Hofei, cap- 
tured Shihkao after a 15-mile march 
along the shore of Lake Chao. 

In South Hopeh and North Ho- 
nan provinces, Chinese continued re- 
éccupation of territory previously 
taken by Japanese in their advance 
to the Yellow River.

The signatures of a majority of 
the 435 members of the House are 
necessary to petitions discharging 
House committees from the consid- 


eration: of bills. 

Completion of the wage-hour pe- 
tition relieves the Rules Committee 
from further action on the meas- 
ure and has the effect of forcing 
the revised wage-hour bill to the 
floor of the House for considera- 
tion within this month. 

Under the rules, the earliest date 
at which the House can consider 
the legislation is May 23. Propon- 
ents declared that the passage of 
the bill was certain. 

Rayburn Among Late Signers. 

Shortly after the 200th name was 
signed, Majority Leader Rayburn 
of Texas advanced to the well and 
affixed his name. This apparently 
Was a signal for a last-minute rush 
and members of the Louisiana del- 
egation came forward. 8 

Last December, it was the Louis- 
fana delegation which switched at 
the last minute and corced recom- 
mittal of the original wage-hour 
bill by a vote of 216 to 198. 

Members stood in their seats and 
applauded when the last name was 
signed,

Democratic legislators said dis- 
gension in Republican ranks over 
the wage-hour measure was an im- 
portant by-product of the fight. 
Conservative Republican leaders, 
they said, wanted to oppose the bill 
openly, but members from North- 
ern industrial districts objected. It 
was from the latter group that’ 
proponents of the legislation hoped 
to get support to offset Southern 
Democratic opposition. 

Discord, 

One of the first evidences of Re- 
publican discord came when ef- 
forts to call a party conference on 
strategy failed. : 

Backers of the bill counted heav- 
fly on several other factors to aid 
their fight. 

Among these they listed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s support, indorse- 
ment of the bill by the American 
Federation of Labor and the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
and the decision of leaders to hold 
the House in session tomorrow.

For 
the 17 years preceding his acceasion 
to the House of Lords, he sat in the 
House of Commons as representa- 
tive of the western division of Dev- 
onshire, being also financial secre- 
tary of the treasury 1903-5. 

His interest in education led to 
his appointment as chancellor of 
the University of Leeds and as high 
steward of Cambridge University. 
He was Lord-Lieutenant of Derby-

The experience of relief workers 
—many of them, such as the drivers 
of the Joint Committee and those 
ofthe Swiss unit, traveling up and 
down the country the whole time 
was very different.

It is true that not all crops were 
the most useful for feeding a popu- 
lation inereased by 1,250,000 refu- 
gees, but such as they were they 
were well tended. All travelers 
through the rich garden of Murcia 
this autumn saw the hillsides red 
with pimentos drying in the sun, 
the waving miles of maize, the rich 
tomato crops, the fields full of 
silver-beet, potatoes and cabbage, 
hemp and peanuts, while the drier, 
less well irrigated lands had well- 
cultivated vines, olives and al- 
monds and the hill terraces the 
pomegranate and carob tree. Girls 
and old men were everywhere busy 
with these harvests, 

South of Valencia the changing 
ricefields, now under water as far 
as the eye can see, now covered 
with green shoots, and later yellow 
with ripening grain, were a con- 
stant interest and delight, and no 
one, however long in Spain, can 
become blase about the Gardens of 
Paradise—the illimitable groves of 
orange and lemon trees. Far from 
letting these fall out of cultivation, 
the Institute of Plant Pathology, 
near Valencia, which is concerned 
with the improvement of the crop 
and the combating of disease, is 
working full time, and I shall never 
forget the eagerness and patience 
with which the scientist in charge 
explained to me methods of cross- 
cultivation and showed me the 
“good” insects he was breeding to 
devour the “bad” that sometimes 
attack these trees—like anti-air- 
craft guns, I thought.

SKIN FROM DEAD PERSON USED 
TO TREAT DISEASE OF LIVING 


Russian Professor Tells of Experi- 
ment in British Medical Jour- 
nal, Lancet. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 6.—A Russian pro- 
fessor named Filatov, reported yes- 
terday the discovery of a process in 
which the skin of a dead person 
could be used to treat diseased tis- 
sues of the living. 

Filatov, telling of his work in the 
British medical journal, the Lancet, 
said he treated lupus, a skin dis- 
ease, by the new method with the 
results “surpassing all my hopes.” 

He said he removed an infected 
skin and covered the area with skin 
taken from a body. Improvement 
was noted in two days and the 
wound eventually healed. His re- 
port said the skin of a dead person 
could be preserved at least four 
months.

Since our recent discussion of the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission’s elimination of the extra charge 
for the modern or handset type telephone, readers 
in Bast St. Louis and Granite City have written in to 
say that they have been surprised to find the extra 
charge retained on this type of equipment in their 
communities, | ; 

The explanation, the Post-Dispatch learns upon ap- 
plication to the Illinois Commerce Commission for in- 
formation, lies in the fact that the elimination order 
applied only to service of the Illinois Bell Telephone 
Co., which does 90 per cent of the telephone business 
in Illinois. Hast St. Louis, Belleville, Granite City, 
Madison and Venice, by a curious geographical ar- 
rangement, are not under Illinois Bell but are 
served by the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., whose 
headquarters are in St. Louis. ‘The Illinois order 
does not apply to Southwestern Bell.and so the extra 
charge remains in force in Illinois communities under 
its jurisdiction. 8 

This is a discrimination among telephone users 
which cannot be justified. The Illinois Commerce 
Commission, with the big job done, is now preparing 
to investigate the charge within the remaining. 10 
per cent of the telephone business, including that of 
the Southwestern Bell Co., in Illinois. When this 
elimination is accomplished, Illinois patrons of 
Southwestern Bell will enjoy a relief from the extra 
charge which will emphasize the fact that Missouri 
subscribers to the service of the same company con- 
tinue to pay it. One discrimination will have been 
properly removed only to create a more striking one 
from the standpoint of St. Louis telephone sub- 
scribers. | |

HEN the historian comes to analyze 
the reasons for the collapse of European 
civilization in the twentieth century; he 
will find nothing so difficult to explain as 
the part played by the British ruling class. 
For it needs no intelligence at all to see 
that the collapse of Europe involves that of 
the British Empire. At this eleventh hour, 
when it may still just be conceivably possi- 
ble to salvage our civilization, the bulk of 
British Conservatives seem unconscious of 
facts which are really inescapable. 
Austria they had long accepted as neces- 
sarily falling within the sphere of the Reich. 
Here their attitude—and it has involved 
actual encouragement to Hitler from the 
British Foreign Minister—is intelligible. It 


did more credit to their hearts than to their 


heads. Today, they are aware that they 
have invited Hitler to make himself at one 
blow master of Vienna, the center of com- 
munications and the key to power for the 
whole of Southeastern Europe. Already 
the object for which 10,000,000 men lost 
their lives in the last war has been lost. 
Their blindness about the Spanish war is 
much more extraordinary. A fantastic fear 
that the Spanish people might become what 
Hitier and Mussolini love to call Commu- 


nists—they use the word to include the. 
majority of French and British subjects - 


seems to have been mainly responsible for

Stiffs, 
in the parlance of waiters, are per- 
sons who tip badly; in general 
these include: Women, tourists, 
New Englanders, Canadians, South- 
erners, English and French trav- 
lers. Sports, the good _ tippers, 
may usually be classified as: New 
Yorkers, San Franciscans, Chicago- 
ans, traveling business men out for 
a splurge, gamblers, Wall Street 
brokers, Social Registerites, musi- 
cians, newspapermen, racketeers, 
playboys or convention people. 
For the most part the tipping 
parlance of the waiting profession 
applies to all other professions 
where the practice exists.

and board and room. Tips, it is 
presumed, constitute a major part 
of their net earnings, 
many chambermaids claim this is 
not true. 

A bellboy receives his apprentice- 
ship on the elevators at $20 per 
week. After nine months, or when 
a vacancy occurs, he is promoted to 
bellboy, where his wage is $2 per 
week. Tips bring a bellboy’s aver- 
age weekly earnings to $25 to $30. 

And -what is considered an ade- 
quite tip to a bellboy? Well, 25 
cents for carrying two bags. Ten 
cents is a minimum. Women often 
tip 15 cents, believing they are be- 
ing generous. It's funny about 
men: they'll tip a dime for carry- 
ing an armload of luggage and then

Pre-emptive Bid

[Often Necessary to Pre- 


vent Opponents From 
Reaching Slam Contract.

N writing about five suit bridge 
certain “authorities” have pointed 
out that, due to the rise in the 
“book” from six to eight tricks, 


bidder to a 12 trick 6 and 
they conclude (not quite so logic- 
ally) that if a player can make such 
a commitment he must: (a) have 
within two tricks of his con 
vulnerable; three tricks, not vul- 
nerable; and, therefore: (b) that 
with these nine or ten sure tricks, 
which will almost always include 
outside honor strength, he has a 
sound opening ene bid. 

The fallacy here lies in the fact

When a bellboy says he’s been 
“stiffed” he means he’s been beat- 
en out of his tip. Sometimes he 
says: “I just got beat,” equally bad 
news. Every bellboy is required 
to stand about one hour duty per 
day for which he gets no pay. This 
duty may mean standing beside a 
door, there providing information 
to guests who have not learned 
their way around the lobby. Bell- 
boys refer to this as “stiff” duty 
. duty for which there is no pay. 


You will be surprised to learn 
that “in principle” George and his 
9000 fellow sleeping car porters, are 
opposed to the tipping system. Ash- 
ley L. Totéen, international secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Brotherhood of 
Sleeping Car Porters, says: “The 
size and volume of tipping depend 
upon the temperament of travelers. 
A standardized service cannot be 
rendered the public.so long as the 
tipping system prevails. The man 
with a propensity for tipping gets 
his wishes; the man who does not 
tip or who tips poorly is neglected. 
Consider what happens when a trav- 
eler, waving a dollar bill, calls to 
the Pullman porter: ‘George, I want 
you to raise this window.’ Does 
George raise the window? He does! 
And does George think of the com- 
fort of the other passengers? No!” 

Sleeping car porters are inten- 
sively organized: of 9000 in the pro- 
fession, 8090 belong to the Brother- 
hood. It is estimated they are 
tipped $7,000,000 per year. An inves- 
tigation by Stuart Chase in 1928 re- 
vealed porters averaged $58 per 
month in tips. Six years ‘later, a 
similar investigation by Dr. Ed- 
ward Berman of the University of 
Ulinois showed George's monthly
